He 
lamented that a matter of fuch magnitude fhould 
have fallen to the lot of a man of fach fender abili-* 
ties as he had any pretenfions to, when there were 
fo many gentlemen in that Houfe of fuch diftin- 
guifhed a and fo mugh miore capable of doing 
it juftice ; but’ weak and incapable as he might be, 
- he thought it his duty to bring the fubje& forward, 
and he:trulted that the Houfe would ailift hiny with 
theiscolleSive wifdom, which was infinitely more 
“than fufficient to atone for his deficiencies, great as 
they might be. He faid his obje& was, to move for 
a Committee to enquire into the ftate of the repre- 
fentation, that he meanr mercly that they thould 
meet and lay down a particular line of proceeding, 
in order to obtain the neceflary information, and do 
no more in the prefent feflion, but that fome means 
thould be taken before the recefs to empower the 
Houfe to revive the Committee early in the next 
fefion, when they might draw up a report, and 
thereby enable the Houfe to prepare a bill adapted 
to all the’ circumftances of the cafe, fuch as the in- 
veftigation fhould prove them to be, His d.ordthip 
decldted he approved of a varied {tate of reprefenta- 
tion, and thought it right that in that Houfe there 
fhould be fome landholders, fome mercantile ‘men, 
fome imanufacturers, and fome artifans. Ir was from 
‘thavmixed and blended body of men that a good re- 
prefentation of the people could alone be expected. 
In the bill in Contcmpration 7 > in-
